lor having in a coura({eaiis aixl 
patriotic spirit supprcssf^i I mob vio | 
leiicf, preserved ovdar and protect 
pil life and property, and the inter- 
n:tl commerce of the country, the 
i|iiestion must be finally decided 
iiiiiiii|;h tho ballot'lRM by the voice 
ol the |>eop!e. 

In July last a call was issued hy

Certain members of this coininit- 
lei-, unfriendly to my candidacy, 
Ix ing as I am informed and believe, 
,iil Vised so to do by Federal oflice- 
LoldiTs of this district, with the 
knowledi^e and approbation of my 
opponent, failed to fix the time for 
holding the county conveutious. 
This was contrary to party usage 
and prec^ent. The object of this 
omission was to enable "snap" con- 
ventions to be held without ade- 
^auate i\«t'C« IC rir. people, and 
'' packed with all who cottld be in 
fluenced by Fwteral officers «jf GPi- 
ployes holding places ondar the 
Collector of Internal Revenue; by 
those who could be, directly or in 
directly siihorned by him with 
litomises ol places in the F'ederal 
i >.-«rvice; and by those who could be 
bribed outright, supplemented by 
tho paltry following of n»y oppon 
ent. ^ • 



Aceofdingly, on Wedu«»sday, 
July ayth, the Republican Commit- 
tee was convened at Hopkinsvillc 
to consider a call for a county con- 
vention. Mr. Fowler, I am told 
by a member ol the committee, 
was present and the statement was 
there made in hia preaence, that it 
bad bean agreed between myself 
and Mr. Fowler thst I would not 
contest with him lor the vole of 
Christian county, and that he would 
not oootest Davieaa county with 

me. 

I'pon what sort of information, 
if any at all, this atatcment was 
inadsb I do not know, but I do 
know that Mr. Fowler, who was 
then and there present, pcrmitteil 
it to go unchallenged, when he 
knew it was a pure invention, that 
there was not a scintilla ol iriltli in 
it, that It was utterly l.ilsi-, showed 
liiinsi'll willing to practice a groiib 
deception on the Republicans of 
his native county and procure their 
indorsement of his caiididacy by a 
falsehood. It is an ancient maxim 
in tiie law that the snppression of 
the Uuth is the equivalent of false- 
hood; tliat lu/'fTisiij : 1)1 isaa great 
a fraud as tu^iie^tio fatu. 

There had never heen at any lime 
any agreement or understanding 
betwaen Mr. Fowler and myself 
that wa would not cootast our re- 
spective counties, or any counties, 
with each other. All that ever oc 
curred between us on this subject 
was the voluntary statement maile 
by Mr. I'owler to me at Dixon on 
the evening ol August ist, that he 
and his friends did not intend to 
contest with me foc Daviaas coun- 
ty's delegate vote. 

Nothing can ha more patent than 
that my opponent and his friends 
and supporters feared to risk his 
chances 111 carrying his own coun- 
ty with me and were compelled to 
rosort to fraud and falsehtMd to ob- 
tain her forty- five votes, and they 
were thus procured.

The 
"snap" affair came into being at 
Morgaofield the same day its twin 
misshafien monstrosity was born in 
Christipp. The appalling hideous 
nessel'lhese two unnatural creat- 
ures Was! so similar! that a glance 
would hive been suAcient to show 
they could never have been begot- 
ten elsewhere on this earth than in 
the political slime of the CUSfom- 
house at Owensboro.

which was 68. In Daviess county 
a mass convention was held pur- 
suant to the call of the chairman. 

The collector, posiinasti r and a 
hand full of others, seviral of them 
Federal oflicials, not exceeding 
twenty-five in number, corralled in 
a hall I S3 half drunken men and 
boys, and from that place they 
were marched to the court-house 
wearing Fowler badges under a 
banner inscribed, "W. T. Fowler, 
the administratiiMi candidate." 
Many of them were armed with 
bludgeons and razors or knives. 
The postmaster endeavored to ob- 
tain possession of the court house 
an hour before the time fixed for 
the purpose of preventing my 
friends from attending. 

There were at least seven or 
ei(.;lit hundred Republicans present 
at the convention, and not exceed- 
ing two hundred of them were fav- 
orable to my opponent 

No impartial spectator doubts 
that Mr. Reno received two or 
three hundred majority in the elec- 
tion held for ChairMKin. lie was 
declared elected, and presided over 
the only convention that was hel l, 
and the delegates appointed were 
instructed to caat the thirty-one 
votes Of the county in the district 
convention for my nomination. 
Therefore, without reference to the 
ten votes of Hancock county, 
which were unanimously instruct- 
ed for me in the only county con- 
vention held in that county, the 
thirty-one votes of Daviess county, 
added to the sixty-eight uncontest- 
ed votes of Henderson, Hopkins 
and Webster, gave me a majority 
of eleven of all the delegate votes 
of the district and thereby secured 
my nomination. 

There was a pretense of holding 
a county convention by Postmaster 
Van Rensselaer, but none was in 
fact held. The collector, post- 
master and a few others, under the 
dictation of these Federal officials, 
appeared at the Henderson con 
vention with a mere paper case 
and the Chairman of the District 
Committee, E. C. Vance, decided 
he would recognize the fraudulent 
credentials of this minority and ig- 
nore the convention held by a large 
majority of the Republicans of 
Daviess county. 

Since both conventions (if the 
little stjuad that got into the corner 
of the room with Van Rensselaer 
and went through the formality of 
reading a resolution appointing 
delegates to Henderson, can be 
considered a convention) were held 
at the time and place designated in 
the call, it was impossible, under 
the party law or usage, that either 
delegation could be recognized as 
having a /■rima Jacia title until the 
Committee on Credentials had been 
appointed and made a report in 
favor of one or the other and the 
convention had decided which dele- 
gation was entitled to recognition. 

Excluding the contesting dele- 
gations from Daviess and Hancock, 
with their forty-one votes, there 



were 134 votes left uncontested, of 
which sixty-eight were instructed 
for me and voted for the election 
of Mr. Bourland as Chairman of 
the Henderson Convention. It is 
impossible to reach any other con- 
clusion than that Mr. Bourland 
was elected. The so-called elec- 
tion of Mr. Breathitt was void, ex- 
cept, as wc conclude that 66 are 
numerically greater than 68 votes. 

The alleged election of Mr. 
I>reathitt is therefore void anil all 
proceedings held by him, and the 
minority of bolters over which he 
presided, are likewise invalid. The 
principle tor which my friends and 
myself crAtend is, simply that the 
clearly expressed will M the ma- 
jority shall control. 

I'or many years tl»o Republican 
party has demanded, in all their 
conventions, State and National, 
by the united voice of all her 
statesmen and orators in the halls 
of Congress, and on the hustings, 
fair elections. The party has made 
proclamation everywhere, that the 
ballot-box should be inviolable, 
because it is the only mcilium 
through which the sacred voice of 
a free people could proclaim its 
final decree. 

Whosoever attempts by bribes 
or promises of places, by force or 
fraud, or false certificates or re 
turns, to defeat, or in any degree 
alter, the expressed will of the 
people, either in their primary 
meetings or tinal elections, com- 
mits a complicated treason, dark 
and infamous, against Gctd and 
man and society. 

Of what avail or value is the 
Constitutional guaranty of free 
speech and a free press; of what 
value is deliberation and considera- 
tion however serious and patient, 
of the public questions constantly 
being submitted to th em, or the 
merits of candidates for office, if 
the voice of the majority as ex- 
pressed at the polls may be an- 
nuled by frauds of any sort? 

The wrongs attempted by my 
opponents in the conventions re- 
cently held in this district, and 
which they aia even yet busily con- 
spiring to effectuate, and thus, if 

f>ossible, defeat the will of the very 
arge majority of the Republican 
voters of this district, are of the 
same character as that culmination 
of the treasonable coaspiracy 
against government by the people 
which resulted in placing on the 
statute books of this Common- 
wealth the so-called "Goebel Bill?" 

The Election Law of 1S92, was 
prepared with the greatest care; its 
authors claimed for it, that it was 
as nearly peifect as the wit of man 
could derfiw; that crimes against 
the suffrage, if the law was fairly 
executed, were well nigh impossi- 
>le; that at all events such offenses 
were minimized to the last degree. 
i\nd it is doubtless true that since 
ts enactment the elections have 
been the faireat hai4 in this state 
in thirty years. 

The people of this state as a 
whole were entirely aatisfiod with 
ts operations and effect. Under 
this law, in harmony with the tra- 
ditions of ai century, the county 
udges of each county annually se- 
lected officera equally from the 
members of the two great political 
lartics. The county judges ire 
elected by the people of their re- 
pectiv counticn and in every way 
responsible for any misconduct in 
office. The law was in accordance 
with the principle of local self- 
government, a principle dear to all 
classes of our citizens. It con- 
ormed to Jefferson's notion of ideal 
Republics for this country: "We 
should marshal our government 
nto ( I) the gcner;il federal repub- 
ic, for all conccins foreign and 
federal. (2) that 2of the State, for 
what relates to our own citizens 
exclusively; (3) the county repub- 
lics, for the duties and concerns 01 
the county, and (4) the ward re 
publics, for the small and yet num 
erous and interesting concerns of 
the neighborhood: .and it is in gov 
ernment, as well as in every other 
business of life, by its division ant 
sub-division of duties alone, that 
all matters, great and email, can 
be managed to perfection. Anc 
the whole is cemented by giving to 
every citi/cn, personally, a part in 
the administration of public affairs. ' 

Under this law we have elected 
a governor and all he state offi 
cials; two legislatures and all our 
county officials, it is no exagger 
ation to ssy thst the law met 
the expectation of its authors, 
great as they were, and that 
the people gave to it uni\'ers il ap 
probation. There was no demand 
for an amendment or repeal of any 
of its provisions, either by the press 
or public speakers or the people. 
There was absolutely no public 
discussion of the subject. 

Yet, under these conditions 
bill was introduced into the last 
Legislature by Mr. Goebel, then 
and now notoriously a candidate 
for Governor, at radical variance 
with all our traditions; the mani- 
fest purpose of which is to purloin 
the state. 

Instead of officers elected by 
the people of the iiy counties and 
responsible to them appointing of- 
ficers to conduct our elections, we 
have a Triumvirate created by the 
Legislature to sit at Frankfort and 
from that point, dictate for every 
county another board of three 
members, which in turn, selects the 
officers of election for every election 
precinct or district. This state 
Triumvirate, is composed exclu- 
sively of Free-Silver Democrats. 
No Republican, no Sound- Money 
Democrat or Populist, was placed 
on this commission. Why not? 
Was it because no single man of 
sufficient character, or inte^^rity, 
or patriotism, or decency could be 
found among the menibersliip of 
those parties in the whole state of 
Kentucky worthy of public trust? 
Or was it because tell-tale witnesses 
were not wanted to the crimef 
to be committed against popular 
government? The presence of no 
honest man was wanted to 
witness the secret plottings by 
which ways and means are to be 
devised whereby the popular will 
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is to be set aside, and all the offi 
cers of the state, together with all 
the revenues of the state are to be 
stolen and transferred to the au- 
thor of this infamous measuia and 
his CO -conspirators. 

Under the election law of 1893, 
and all preceding election laws.the 
county court of each county was 
empowcreil to select officers of 
election for each election precinct: 
two judges, one clerk and one 
sheriff; one of the judges to be se 
lected from one political party and 
the other from the opposing party, 
and the like difference was required 
between the sheriff and clerk. If it 
waa made to appear to the sslisf ac- 
tion of the county court at any 
time before the election, that any 
election olticer was dis(]ualified the 
court was authorized to remove 
such officer and fill his place with 
a qualified peraon of the same po- 
litical belief as the person removed. 

Of the 119 county judges in the 
State 90 are Democrats and are 
Republicans. 

The ' Goebel Bill" empowers the 
legislature (0 elect a "State Board 
of Election Commissioners," con- 
sisting of three persons, and they 
may all be, and the three elected are, 
of the same political party. A va- 
cancy in this board occurring while 
the legislature is not in sesrioa is 
to be filled by the remaining mem- 
bers, and as the legislature will not 
meet again until (he first of Janii- 
ar>, 1900, it is possible for the 
elections next year to be conducted 
under a board, no one of whom has 
been selected by the legislature, 
but each of whom has been selected 
by this self-perpetuating coismis- 
sion. k majority of this l)oard and 
each "County Board of Election 
Commissioners," consisting like- 
wise of three members, can trans- 
act any and all business which may 
be 'transacted by the full board. 
The county board nay ba all se- 
lected from memban of tiM same 
political party. 

The county board ttalaoa self- 
perpetuating body, having the 
power to appoint its own success- 
ors, but the state board has power 
at any time and without cause, to 
remove any or all of the members 
of the county board and appoint 
others in their places. 

The county board appoints all 
precinct election officers. They are 
required, but not compelled, to se- 
lect them from difforent political 
partiea. This county board is em- 
powered to investigate any charge 
that an election officer is disquali- 
fied, and to remove him at any 
time, and their action is final and 
not reviewable by any other tri- 
bunal. 

Thus the state board, though 
originally selected by the legisla- 
ture, is a self-perpetuating board 
and any two members of it may ex- 
ercise the whole power conferred 
on all; that it has the power to ap- 
point all the county boarda, and at 
any time and with cause, or with 
out cause, may remove one or all 
of the members of such county 
boards, and the county boards, 
while required to ap^wint election 
officers have power at any time and 
without cause to remove any elec- 
tion officer and appoint another in 
bis place, and from their action 
there is no appeal. 

Under the law of 1B92, as well 
as all preceding election laws of 
this state, tfie appointment of pre- 
cinct election officers was confiiled 
to the county judges, who were 
elected by the people and directly 
rcsponaible to the people for the 
performance of this delicate and 
important function. 

Under the "Goebill Bill" neither 
the state board nor county boaril de- 
rive their authority from the peo 
nor are they in any way subject to 
them. Vacancies in the state board 
are to be filled, wliaa the legiala 
ture is not in session, \if the re 
maining members of the board, 
and there is not even a provision 
that the legislature can remove 
these so appointed; while the 
county board is the mere creature 
and always subject to the absolute 
control of the stale board, and the 
precinct officers are likewise the 
creatures and always subject to the 
control of the county board, and 
through the conaly board to the 
state board. 

By the law of 1892 (as well as 
under all election laws previously 
enacted) the board for examining 
the returns for the county was 
made up of the county Judge, 
county clerk and sheriff or one of 
his deputies. They examined and 
certified all election returns of the 
county, and districts of the county. 
Where two or more counties voted 
together in the choice of represen- 
tatives or senator the canvassing 
boards of the several counties 
made returns to the canvassing 
boards of the county having the 
largest population, and that board 
compared the certificates of the 
boards of the various counties. In 
case of an electioo for Governor. 
Lieutenant Governor or other of- 
ficers elected by votes of the whole 
state or more than a county, other 
than senator or representative, or 
for a judge of the Court of Appeals, 
Clerk of the Court, Circuit Judge, 
Commonwealth's Attorney, Repre- 
sentative in Congress, or elections 
of President and Vice-President, it 
was the duty of county boards of 
canvassers to make out certificates 
and return them to the Secretary 
of State. And these returns were 
canvassed by the (lovernor, At- 
torney-General and Secretary of 
State, or, in the absence of cither, 
the Auditor, or any two of them. 

Under the "Goebel Bill" the 
county board of elections ap- 
Minted by the State board, is sub- 
stituted* for the county officers 
elected by and responsible to the 
people of the county, and the 
State Board of Election Commis- 
sioners, all Free-Silver Democrats, 
are substituted for state officers, 
elected by the people of the Com- 
monwealth, and, of course, re- 
sponsible to them. 

If you suppose that the board 
for canvassing the returns has 
nierely a perfunctory task to per- 
form in adding up the returns, 1 
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would call your attention to what 
the Court of Appeals has decided 
to be the duty and province of 
such a board. In Huston vs 
Steele, 98 Ky. 596, it is held that 
It belongs to this board to deter- 
mine whether the returns are gen- 
uine, and that it shall canvass all 
ballots returned by the precinct of- 
ficers as doiititful, or not voted and 
decide how such t)alIots shall be 
counted 

The ••Goebel Bill" substitutes 
the State board composed of three 
irresponsible Free Silver Demo- 
crats, for a board composed of the 
Governor, Attorney General, Audi 
lor, Treasurer and Secretary of 
State, all elected by the people, to 
determine and decide all election 
contests e.vcept for Ciovernor, 
elected by voters of the whole 
State, or of judge or of Clerk of 
the Court Appeals, Circuit Judge 
and Commonweaith'a Attorney. 

For determining contests about 
county officers, or officers of dis- 
tricts of counties, the county board 
appointed by the state hoard is 
substituted for the board com- 
posed of county officers elected by 
the people of the county. 

Every thoughtful citizen what- 
ever his political oplnkms may be, 
must seriously consider whether it 
was wise or prudent or patriotic to 
create such boards of commission- 
ers, with self purp( tuating powers. 
Whether it is wise, prudent and 
patriotic to confer upon three 
men all belonging to one faction 
in one of the great parties of the 
country, sll the powers executive 
and jiidicial, heretofore exercised 
by the officers of the countiss; by 
the Circuit Judges and Judges of 
the Court of Appeals, all elective 
by the people, and concentrate it 
in the hands of three men, who 
seas abaolttta and uncontrolable 
power over every election officer, 
over every certificate made touch- 
ing the election of every oflicer in 
the state from justices of the peace 
and constables to judges of the 
court of appeals and Governor of 
the state. 

These boards may violate any 
provision of the "Goebel Bill" 
with absolute impunity, since it 
contains no penalties, prescribes 
no punishment for any violation of 
its provisions, however gross and 
flagrant such infractions may be. 

The title of the law in srict 
truth, ought to be, "An Act to cre- 
ate Boards to nullify the will of 
the people; to encourage ami pro 
tect all manner of fraud in elec- 
tions and to erect a despotism on 
the ruins of the free institutions of 
the people of the Commonwealth 
of Kentucky." 

Is this Act constitutional? I 
answer that, in my opinion, it is 
noC Such powers as the people 
choee to bestow upon the state 
government were conferred in the 
constitution and classified into 
three distinct departments, and 
seperato bodies of functionaries 
directed to nercise them. 

The' encutive power is con 
ferred on the Governor and other 
executive officers; the (iodicial 
power is confided to judicial offi- 
cers, and the legislative power is 
bestowed upon the (icneral A- 
scmbly. Then by words of 
sion it IS provided that: "No per 
son or collection of persons, be- 
ing of one of these departments, 
shall exercise any power properly 
belonging to cither of the others, 
except iu the instances hereinafter 
directed or permitted." 

It has always been conceded 
that each deiMrtment must from 
necessity, in a few instances, exer- 
cise in some minor detail powers 
that are not of class conferred 
upon the particular department. 
I'or example Courts may some- 
times appoint their clerks, and of 
ficers to execute their process and 
carry into effect their judgements, 
the legislature may appoint clerks, 
door- keepers,| Sergeants at Arms, 
etc. 

The power exercised bv -the 
courts and the legislature in the 

cases supposed, is neither judicial 
or legislative, but purely executive. 
These slight exceptions exist from 
necessity, because neither tribunal 
could perform its functions with- 
out these officers. Both tribunals 
would undoubtedly have this 
power except as the Constitution 
limited it. .\r,d our present Con- 
stitution has limited it in various 
ways, by making the clerks of the 
courts and sheriff elective by the 
people. • And the power of the 
legislature is limited in this re- 
spect by the provision (Sec. 249) 
restricting the number of officers 
and employees it may elect or ap- 
point. 

This section measures the exec- 
utive power which the legislature 
may exercise. Aside from this 
trivial but necessary exercise of ex- 
ecutive functions, its whole power 
is confined by the Constitution to 
legislation. There are no other 
•instances" in the Constitution 
whereby it is ''directed or per- 
mitted," to elect or appoint offi- 
cers to perform any of the func- 
tions of government. 

What character of power is ex- 
ercised in nominating, electing or 
appointing officers? The charac- 
ter of the officer exercising the 
power ought not to be confused 
with the nature of the power ex- 
erted. It sorely needs no argu- 
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ment to prove that the power thus 
cmplaycd is neither judicial nor 
legislative. It caii be nothing else 
but an executive power. 

I quote again from Thomas 
Jefferson. He says: "Nomina- 
tion to office is an executive 
function. To give it to the legis 
lature * • is a violation of 
the principle of the separation of 
powers. • '* By leaving nomi 
nation in its proper place, among 
executive functtoos, the principle 
of the distribution of power is pre- 
served, and responsibility weighs 
with its heaviest focce on a single 
head." (Letter to Kerchival, July 
12, 1816.) 

Si.xt> )ears ago Chief Justice 
Robertson decided that an "ap 
pointment to office is intrinsically 
executive. " (Taylor vs Comlth , 
3 J. J. Mar. 401.) 

We have had no greater Judge 
than Robertson, no more profund 
political philosopher and constitu 
tional lawyer than Thomas Jcffcr 
son Unless (hey are both in the 
grossest error the Kentucky legis 
latiirt in the appointment of the 
State Board of Election Commis- 
sioners usurped power not con- 
ferred upon it by the Coastitutioa. 
««»•••* 

Upon the money ijucstion, Mr. 
Jolly spoke briefly and in some 
part humorously, provoking the 
good humor of even his free-silver 
Democratic heareta.

Impressed with tiic pitabic con- 
dition of a majority of tlic n tiirn- 
ian soldiers, (iener.il Manager 
Whitman, of this road has deter- 
mined that none of the boys in blue 
who may come into contact with 
lis company shall auffer for lack 
of attention. The Norlh-Western 
system covers live or six states 
wiiicli furnished a i.irj^'e proportion 
of the volunteers, .ind m order 
that the boys may be treated kind- 
y on their way home, whether dis- 
charged or on fulougb, Mr. Whit- 
man haa iaaoed special instructions 
to tv«qr. agant «aad conductor on 
the entire system to give special 
care and attention to returning 
soldiers en route from camps to 
heir lioiiies while upon the trains 
or at the stations of the Norlh- 
Western. The employee are in- 
structed to be 4iligent to aacertain 
if any of the soldiers are in need of 
ood, and more particularly if they 
are sick and require medical atten- 
tion, ami if any siicli are found be 
is to be attended to at the e.xpense 
of the company, if necessary. It 
will not be necessary for the soldier 
to be in uniform to get the advant- 
age of the road's hospitality, for if 
he can show the proper papers of 
discharge or iurlongh, he will re- 
ceive the same consideration. 

"We cannot do enough for the 
returning soldiers," said General 
Superintendent Sanborn, in speak- 
ing of the order. "The boys went 
down there and faced death in a 
hundred diffetent ways, and those 
who escaped are returning home 
debilitated and worn out. They 
did this for what? Not for money; 
it is not in an) sane man to resign 
himself to death for a money con- 
sideration. They did it for the 
love of country."
